Company Background 


Cyberdyne Communications is a commercial entity created from the work derived from The Patriot II R&D Project and is tasked to market the technology as 
commercial applications. Cyberdyne is the recipient of over 4 billion dollars in funding to be used as required to expand use of Intellectual property; The Patriot 
II R&D Project was formed to improve the accuracy and reliability of the current Global Positioning System (GPS) technology and use that technology to 
improve commercial and military applications. We have focused on three new designs: a sensor, a communications link device, and improved software. These 
designs have produced testing data results that show extreme speeds in wired and wireless communications - in excess of 124.6 Gbps. -1.2 Tbps We also 
have 41 other products ready to deploy. At our last review, our accountants estimated that these three items have a projected exit value of $67.9 billion over 60 
months. We also estimate a requirement for approximately $6.9 billion in capital expenditures over a period of 10 years to complete a global deployment of the 
intellectual property of the Project. The Patriot II R&D Project is in its final planning stages and we are developing and deploying facilities, equipment, and 
personnel. Our work has been validated by a Ph.D. in signals management; as a result of this validation, we submitted a funding request to the Senate Armed 
Services Committee for $500 million. We have already completed three of four requirements for a demonstration in Washington, DC, and we have a 
commitment of political support from US Congressman Joe Wilson and United States Senator Lindsey Graham, and the local state delegation to help us with 
obtaining the federal funds we need to complete the deployment. Cyberdyne communications retains ownership and management of 600 separate pieces of 
intellectual property assets valued in excess of billion dollars

agrees to accomplish and complete all processes and procedures, as required, using fair and reasonable best business practice at its discretion. 

It shall be the sole responsibility of the service provider, for a maximum of 60 months, to provide, and deploy all levels of capital resources in the minimum 

amount of 1.6 Billion USD and a maximum of 13.9 Billion USD_to be used for procurement, construction, financial, management, administrative,

3. Because of this Agreement, the parties involved in this transaction may learn from one another, or from principals, the names and telephone numbers of 
investors, borrowers, lenders, agents, brokers, banks, lending corporations, vendors, suppliers, manufacturers, individuals, and/or trusts, or buyers and sellers, 
hereinafter called contacts. 

4. The parties acknowledge with signatures affixed, accept, and agree that the identities of the contacts will be recognized by the other party as exclusive and 
valuable contacts of the introducing party and or receiving party and remain so for the duration of this agreement.

Any violation by either party shall be subject to a $500 thousand fine for each violation and subject to and 
responsible for any and all court costs resulting from these violations. 

6. The parties will construe this Agreement in accordance with the Laws of the State of South Carolina; United States Title 17, Title 50, DOD Industrial Security 
Regulations, and Executive orders pertaining to export control. If any provision of this agreement is found to be void by any court of competent jurisdiction, the 
remaining provisions will remain in force and effect. 

7. The parties agree to accept amendments to this contact as attachments for the purpose of schedule and process refinement not to exceed 60 months work 
and 60 months payment. 

8. Warranties and Representations: Each party signing this Agreement warrants and represents that it is duly organized under the laws of the State of its 
incorporation and/or organization, presently in good standing, and authorized to conduct business and to contract in the State of South Carolina. Purchaser 
warrants and represents that it has taken all necessary action to authorize the execution, delivery, and performance of this Agreement. Each person signing this 
Agreement warrants and represents that he is duly authorized to act on behalf of the contracting entity. If the purchaser is a corporation, LLC, LLP, trust, or 
other entity which attempts to limit the personal liability of an individual, the individual signing this agreement for the purchaser personally guarantees any and all 
fees and costs which may become due under this Agreement. Every person and entity signing this agreement on behalf of the purchaser is and shall be jointly 
and severally liable for the total fees and costs incurred pursuant to this Agreement. 

9. No conflict: The execution, delivery, and performance by the purchaser of this Agreement will not: (i) contravene any applicable provision of any law, statute, 
rule, or regulation, or any order, writ, injunction, or decree of any court or governmental instrumentality, (ii) conflict with or result in any breach of any agreement 
to which the purchaser is a party, or (iii) violate any provision of the purchaser’s Articles of Incorporation, operating agreements, charter, trust documents, or 
By-Laws. This Agreement constitutes the legal, valid, and binding obligation of the purchaser and guarantor(s), and is enforceable against the purchaser and 
guarantor(s) in accordance with its terms, except to the extent that the enforceability hereof may be limited by applicable laws or equitable principles. 

10. Right to review: The purchaser shall have the right to review all necessary terms of all business processes, including but not limited to, the funding source 
prior to closing, provided that the purchaser shall not unreasonably withhold consent to approval of funding source fees, or otherwise frustrate the purpose of 
this Agreement. 

11. Indemnification: The purchaser agrees to indemnify and defend the service provider from and against all liabilities, losses, damages, penalties, actions, 
judgments, court costs, expenses, disbursements, and attorneys fees of any kind or nature that may be imposed on, incurred by, or asserted against the 
service provider, in any way relating to or arising out of the purchaser’s execution, delivery, or performance of this Agreement, or the consummation of the 
transaction contemplated hereby.
